They 
met with the content moderation teams of Google and Facebook, and their mission was clear:

They showed a propaganda reel that linked alternative media and online dissent to the rise of Adolf 
Hitler, of all things. Brexit, the election of Trump—these were framed as catastrophes on par with 
the Nazi regime, a threat to global stability.

Unfiltered alternative news—that's their boogeyman, punters. What they meant by that was the will 
of the people—the natural expression of public sentiment that bubbles up when ordinary folks have 
access to platforms where they can speak freely.

But for now, they’re trapped 
in the psychological operation, this insidious creation of a so-called "disinformation studies" field 
that didn’t even exist a decade ago. And at the helm of this movement? A new breed of fake 
academics, propped up by government grants, spewing "research" about how dangerous it is for 
someone to post a funny meme on Twitter or upload a home made video on YouTube. 


But here’s the thing — and | love this bit — these so-called disinformation experts never, ever turn 
their magnifying glass on the government. Not even one report. Isn’t that convenient? The 
government’s lies? Their contradictions? Their endless supply of misinformation? Nope. Not a word. 
The biggest merchants of disinformation are sitting in government offices across the USA, the UK, 
Canada, New Zealand, and Australia, but we’re supposed to be worried about some bloke making 
workout videos? Spare me the hypocrisy. 


Let me break it down for you: First in line as the most prolific spreaders of misinformation and 
disinformation is the government. Our government, for that matter. Second, the corporate media. 
Those so-called "journalists" that lap up every press release and feed it back to us like mindless 
parrots. And then, way down the list, a distant third, are the randos on social media — the ones they 
want you to believe are responsible for all the evils in the world. But guess who funds the media?

You'll find at 
least 30 government grants from the US State Department alone. It’s a vast web, a spider’s web, 
where free speech is strangled bit by bit, all while they tell you it’s for your own good. This isn’t just 
about silencing a few dissenters. It’s a global strategy — a tool of US diplomacy that stretches into 
every corner of the Earth, including our own backyard. 


They use censorship as a way to control who rises and who falls. In Brazil, in the EU, and yes, right 
here in Australia, it’s happening right under our noses. USAID has spent tens of millions of dollars 
coercing foreign governments to set up their own censorship regimes, all while coaching them on 
how to hide what they’re doing. They don’t even need to call it censorship. They are told to give ita 
fancy name, something like "strategic communications" or "media literacy" — anything to keep the 
wool over people’s eyes. And our government? They’re more than happy to play along. 


We’ve seen it time and time again. The US government sanctions Iran for censorship. They sanction 
North Korea for censoring their media. And yet, back home, they’re building the very same 
censorship infrastructure. The hypocrisy is staggering. It’s like a sick joke, but we’re the punchline. 


Australia isn’t immune to this rot. We’ve got our own bureaucrats, politicians, and so-called "elites" 
who are just as complicit. Look at the ALP. Look at how they’ve pushed the censorship agenda in 
parliament, all while pretending it’s in the name of public safety. They’ve sold us out. Every last one 
of them. And yet, half the population will sit back and let it happen. The other half? Well, we’re not 
going to sit idly by.
